One quality sorely needed by those admin­ 


istering the affairs of America's great cities is a 


* stout heart. In the rivalries between New York, 


Chicago and Los Angeles, there is no place in 


' leadership for timidity. 


In New York early in the week, a study com ­ 


mission ca m e up with the report calling for a 


$600 million program to meet the arterial high­ 


way demands of the metropolitan area for the 
nex t two decades. 
The plan is divided into two 
main phases—toll bridges and highway connec­ 
tions—calling for an outlay of $400 million on 
the local level and for $200 million of federal- 
sta te financing of the essential road links. 
In 
this process of getting in and out of little ol’ New 
York, the details set forth are fascinating. They 
ca ll for a $220 million 12-lane double-decked 
suspension bridge connecting Staten Island with 
Brooklyn. 
Then there is a second $‘1.1 million 
bridge across the East River. The third .step 
is the addition of a six -lane lower deck to tho 
24-year-old 
George 
Washington 
Bridge, 
e.sti- 
mated to cost $19.3 million, coupled with on ex ­ 


panded approach system on both sides ol the 
Hudson River. 
The pace is swift, and any metropolitan area 
determined to go places has no other choice. 
But breathtaking as this outline is. on the 
other side of the continent in upand-hustling 
Los Angeles there is evidence of an equal de­ 
termination to gain the foremn.st spot in the sun. 
Los Angeles is engaged and has been engaged 
in the construction of thronghwav.s leading (rorn 
out of its conge.sted areas to suburban sections 
no le.ss bold nor costly in their planning. They 
cut through old busine.ss and residential .»^ec- 
tions, leveling homes and 
buildings, 
fhoving 
enormous quantities of diit, involving tunnels 
and overpasses, an amazing bit of engineering 
and at the same time a huge outlay of fund^ . 
New York has set Lt6U for the date of comple­ 
tion of Its new traffic program. 
Los Angeles 
may fini.sh before that. 
Here in the Midwest where the pressures of 
growing population are virtually absent, we may 
look on in wonder. W'hat we are seeing is some 
of the mast daring planning that ha.s ever oc­ 
cupied urban thought.

What Does One 
Do, Then? 


There is one unanswered question in all this 
discussion. 
V^Tiat is the proper procedure for 
tiisciplining men, more or less de.sperate, at­ 
tempting escape or rebellious in spirit against 
the daily routine and regulations imposed by 
prison administration? We did not see anrihing 
in the Batos report dealing 
with this question. We doubt 
that men are placed in “ the 
hole ’ — that privileges are 
taken from prisoners — that 
harsh and abusive language is the order of the 
•day—or, finally that physical punishment is in­ 
flicted unless some incident inspires it. 
Then, 
what is the man in charge of the prison to do? 
I t is not an atmosphere where the old bibli­ 
ca l admonition 
to "turn the other cheek’’ seem.s 
to apply. 
Nor is it a case of looking the 
other w’ay. Administration must look it squarely 
in the face and arrive at a decision of enforcing 
discipline behind the walls of a pri.son. 
There 
is no standardized procedure in the enforcement 
of discipline in prison administration in this 
country. 
It varies, and we anticipate that be­ 
ca use of the ex tremely human elements in­ 
volved, it is not always the same in any single 
prison. 
But for those who are critical, and 
those who direct criticism, there has been no 
sug g ested procedure laid down for enforcing dis-

Young Ford is about to come 
forward with a guaranteed annual 
wage to labor. 
Furthermore, he is going to beat 
General Motors to the punch. This 
probably means a complete new 
chapter in the history of Ameri­ 
can industry. 
It means that other 
auto companies will follow suit and 
that Big 
Steel, which 
long has 
faced demands from the United 
Steel workers, will also have to 
follow. 
It means that the piece­ 
work and the day-to-day hiring sy.s- 
tem may soon be out the indus­ 
trial window. 
Behind 
the 
Ford 
decision ore 
some ex trenif'Iy intere.sting facts. 
In the fir.st place, i'ord, General 
Motors and Chrysler all fare a 
showdown with the United Auto 
Workers in tiie spring, when Walt­ 
er Reuther ha.s already announced 
he would plump for a guaranteed 
annual wage. 
Ford and (IM approach this show­ 
down after a tough ten-year battle 
in whHh both have been trying to 
gain leadership in the sale of low- 
prieed 
ears. 
T'nrd 
knows 
that 
onee you attain the .No. 1 place, 
your costs drfip, also your price. 
This race between the Big Two 
of the auto mdu.stry 
gives 
the 
United Auto Workers an especia l­ 
ly strong i>osition. 
For one week’s 
.strike 
against 
either 
Ford 
or 
GM would cost 40,000 units, while 
a two-week strike would cut off 
100,(MK) units. 
Knowing this, young Henry Ford 
ha.s decided to gamble on his own 
ability and on the future prosperity 
ol the United .Slates to attain the 
No. 1 place in sale of low-price 
car.s. 
Actually it's a much great­ 
er gamble than realized. 
For if 
he giu'sses wrong aix nit American 
prosjierity, if his plants are shut 
down for a long period, jl will 
co.st Ford 
millions. 
For during 
the sfiiitdown — under the guar­ 
anteed annual wage — he must 
keep on {laying wages. 
A lot of details are still unde­ 
cided regarding the Ford plan for 
a:i annual wage — such as how 
many workers and what type of 
workers will be covered; also how 
big the wage will be.

t('ed wage for the year will prob­ 
ably he fix ed at a lower level 
than the day-to-day wage with no 
c( rlainty of employment.

This forecast has proved true. 
Costa Rica ’s appeal to the Or ,ini- 
zation of American States to put 
its peacemaking machinery in ac­ 
tion against an invasion by "an 
army of adventurers training open­ 
ly m Nicaragua" is only the latest 
evidence of the tension. 
Fundamentally the problem can 
be traced to a personal and ideolo­ 
gical antipathy between President 
Figueres, a democratic sociali.st, 
and firm-handed dictator-President 
Somoza of Nicaragua. 
"Don Pepe" Figueres has not 
disguised his abhorence of all Latin 
American dictators. President So­ 
moza. on the other hand, consid­ 
ers "Don Pepe" a dangerous radi­ 
cal. and a threat to hi.s regime. 
This rivalry has led to many ex ­ 
cursions and alarms.
